Traders and Prices. : 


Evidence of the benefits which the 
“Profiteering” Act confers upon the 
public in Great Britain continues to in- 
crease. The latest development is the 
organisation of irade schemes by the shop- 
keepers themselves in order to reduce 
prices. and eliminate the “ profiteer.” 
It has fallen to the Birmingham 
district to lead the way, and a begin- 
ning has been made with fish, fruit, and 
vegetables. The principal point of the 
scheme is that price lists will be exhibited 
in all shops, and the figures will represent 
a profit which in no*tase can exceed such 
an_amount as the divisional Food Commis- 
sioner, after consultation with the trade, 
considers to be fair and reasonable. The 
grocery, drapery, and boot and shoe trades 
are tackling the question of prices in the 
forms most suitable/ to their different 
conditions. The Grocers’ Federation, # is 
reported, is preparing price lists of such 
articles as are uncontrolled for submission 
to the Central “ Profiteering ” Committee. 
The Drapers’ Council has devised a scheme 
to secure that articles such as costumes, 
men's clothing, underwear, flannels, and

The situation with regard to Petrógrad 
is still shrouded in mystery, and little con- 
fidence can be placed in the conflicting re- 
ports received from Scandinavia. Yester- 
day we were told that Kronstadt had 
fallen, while to-day it is aéserted that the 
red flag still waves over the great fortress. 
Similar contradictory messages are sent re- 
garding Petrograd itself. Yesterday we 
were informed from a “reliable source 
that Yudenitch’s cavalry had entered the 
city. The Bolshevik messages, however, do 
not seem to indicate that the Reds have 
yet rel their grip, on the Russian 
capital, and, though it may ‘not be long 
before they are abliged to leave the place, 
it seems certain that at present they still 
hold it. The Bolsheviks will, in all proba- 
bility, make a tremendous effort to keep 
the city, and will fight with the courage 
of desperation. | pe 

The country will watch with some con- 
cern the Government's action with regard 
to the cutting down of the Navy, parti- 
cularly if it is correct that it is their in- 
tention to close down all the overseas 
stations, and to bring home all the ships 
in foreign waters, leaving only small flying 
squadrons to show our Hag. Such a step 
seems improbable, for our Navy, though 
large, is not the only Navy in the world, 
and the League of Nations is not in work- 
ing order yet. At the same time a great 
reduction in personnel is taking place at 
the present moment, and it is said that it 
will be reduced to fifty thousand naval men 
and ter thousand marines. This would be 
considerably lower than the peace strength 
voted for 1914-1915, whep provision was 
made for 151,000 men. It is quite pos 
sible that the intended reductions are 
greatly exaggerated, and at the Admiralty 
last night a high official said that the 
statements should not be regarded 
seriously. 

Applications for seats to hear the Prime 
Minister's statement on Tuesday afternoon 
have been so numerous that the whole of 
the available tickets have been allotted. 
Letters are still pouring in from represen- 
tatives of all classes, but requests are made 
in vain because the limited accommodation 
afforded by the Caxton Hall, Westminster, 
is exhausted. 

Very great interest now attaches to the 
result of the Rusholme election, for it will 
be announced on the eve of the resumption 
of the Parliamentary sittings. Nothing is 
known yet as: to the possible result, and 


even the most experienced electioneers are 


in doubt as to the successful candidate. In 
political circles it is suggested that the 
time has arrived when there might be 
a return to tho old election methods and 
the abolition of the fortnight’s grace 
allowed to service voters. 

The Allies have decided that they will 
not be represented in Berlin by Ambas- 
sadors until Germany has furnished proof 
that she intends to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Peace Treaty. The Allies 
will each be represented by a Charge 
d' Aff aires, and the British representative, 
Mr. W. H. Selby, who will act as First 
Secretary and Chargé d’ Affaires, is to leave 
London on Wednesday next with the other 
members of the British Delegation for 
Berlin 

The Germans are beginning to realise 
what defeat means, and we are told that 
they are horrified at the heavy cost im- 
volved to Germany-by the maintenance of 
the Rhine Army of Occupation. The sum 
amounts to about twenty-five milions ster- 
ling, but that, of course, is only a premier 
charge. It is, however, big enough to 
make the Germans reslise that they will 
have to find large sums of money con- 
stantl@ in the future, and that their 
burden will grow heavier as the time comes 
for the payment cf the war indemmities. 
It would not be justice if those who de- 
stroved the peace of the world were ‘not 
taxed as heavily as those they sought to 
destroy. At present the. Allie@gconatries 
are bearing staggering burdens that Ger- 
many, if she were able, would have .to 
carry. 

The great German merchant submarine 
Deutschland is now lying off Temple Pier 
under the flags of the Navy and the Mer- 
cantile Marine. It has been visited by a 
number of people anxious fe see this great 
craft for themselves. It is certainly hig 
for @ submarine, and its decks provide 
room for a very large number of people. 
There is, however, only one entrance into 
the vessel, and it is a very slow business 
getting in and out through the narrow 
conning tower. 

It seems that the png od of Food móna 

rised by the Prime Minister's state- 
alent at Sheffield about the bread subsidy. 
In reply to questions it has been pointed 
out that the statement was a matter olf 
policy with which the Ministry had nothing 
to do. Few people, however, entertain the 
idea that the subsidy will be taken off at 
once, but think that the Government will 
wait until its removal will not affect the 
people so much as it would do at the 
present. 

I hear that many municipal workers are 
now seeking to induce their local bodies 
to “make arrangements to pay them 
pensions of two pounds per week when 
they reach the age of sixty-five. To meet 
this heavy imypost the men propose to pay 
sums of sixpence a week towards a fund 
for the purpose of paying the pensions. 
The councils, however, would be re 
sponsible for the pension, and it, is easy 
to see where the money would be expected 
to come from. They would do well. to 
secure a proper calculation of what 
amount the employés ought to pay to 
secure ‘the proposed pension. It would, I 
fear, be a great deal more than sixpence a 
week, 

What the railway strike means to the 

ublic is illustra by a reference in the 
Toheee Gazette, which estimates that not 
fewer than 375,000 workpeople were un- 
employed for varying periods. in conse- 
quence of the railWaymen’s idleness, ex- 
cluding those only placed on short time. 
This set-back to industry occurred in the 
month during which employment improved 
generally, and, until the beginning of the 
strike, was better than in any previous 
month of 1919. September also saw im- 
portsht changes in wages, resulting in 
mereases for about 210,000 workpeople and 
reductions of hours affecting 250,000 
persons.

THE TRAINING OF LADY | 


OPENING OF IRISH COLLEGE. 
(BY STEPHEN GWYNN.) 


Gardening is essentially a gentle occupation, . 


and ao there is no reason why one should not 
slick to the term” “ lady which has 
comg, into use, provided only that it is kept 
clear of misleading interpretations. The Irish 
College of Gardening for Women, which was 
formally opened on Saturday at Gyprese Grove, 
near Templeogue; by Mr. T. P. Gill, m presence 
of a various and distinguished assembly, 
is meant for all women, without distinction, 


who scek to equip themselves for what is still 
a new vocation for their sex. It is designed 
to meet a double need which already exists. 
Sir Frederick Moore told us, in a vigorgus 
speech, that two things had convinced him of 
the necessity for it—the number, of inquiries 
which came to him at Glasnevin for competent 
lady gardeners and the number of applications 
from women seeking to qualify for euch posts. 
Neither of these is surprising. To take the 
second first, Ireland is full of demobilised 
women who have become ueed to work and 
miss it. Some, no doubt, miss work for itself, 
the comredeship and the interest which they 
have found in it. Some, probably, would 
rather play than work; but playing. costs 
money, and they would rather work, and be 
paid for working, than do nothing and have 
no money to spend. Maury, too, have acquired 
the taste for physical exertion in the open 
air, and these are the making of gardeners. 
As to the demand for them, broadly speaking 
it is true that the class of people who own 
gardene find themselves with a net income 
lower than before the war, while the pur- 
chasing power of what they have is halved. 
They muet retrench, and the garden is les 
indispensable than the house, the gardener 
than the cook or housemaid. Some of them may 
try to do the work, or part of it, themselves, 
and for them the School of Gardening offers 
useful training, Others may try to get a 
trained woman who will do ‘the work more 
cheaply than a trained man, and better than 
the untrained casual. But it is very much to 
be hoped that women are not going to enter 
into a men competition of cheapness, and it 
seems possible to me that a way out will have 
to be found through a new form of organised 
co-operation. 

As things stand. scores, if not hundreds, of 
those who have good gardens, walled, stocked, 
and equipped, will neither be able to have 
them kept aa they used to do nor to work 
them themselves. One can conceives of a com- 
pany of lady gardeners who, working from a 
central establishthent, might manage a large 
number. of such gardens, keeping them in 
order and in beauty, supplying the household 
with fruit and vegetables, and making their 
profit of the surplue—-which might be very 
large. Sir Frederick Moore says truly that few 
gardens are worked to the limit of their 
capacity, and many of them not to a tenth 
of it. The result of such a scheme would be 
to increase the eupply of this singularly ill- 
provided metropolis. It is amazing and 
diegusting that in thie year, when the crop has 
b@en extraordinary, very unettractive peare 
should now be selling at threapence or four- 
pence apiece. In a countryside which can 
grow fruit as well as any on God's earth, fruit 
is still a luxury for the rich; it is really 
beyond the means of the professional classee— 
and the same is true of vegetables. Not merely 
the soil is there, but actually the made gardens, 
which, in a distressing number, will go to 
waste and ruin unless trained labour is 
enabled to exploit them, and this is a work 
which women can do. 

The history of the Schoo! - of 
Gardening proves how genuine an interest 
is taken in this matter of public concern 
and how genuine is the possibility of produc- 
ing results. When the project was first mooted, 
little more than three years ago, « start was 
mare by hiring a field near Terenure, 
getting the loan of a garden from a patriotically. 
lady. This etage of the experiment 
was only tentative, and came to an end, leav- 
ing Miss Rothwell’s garden much improved, 
and some farty or fifty students 
events, the beginnings of a good training, 
during the transition period, before a perma- 
nent site could be. secured, some of the 
personnel of the school, including a teacher with 
plenty of ability and experience, decided on a 
venture of their own, 
garden with plenty of giass in the same neigh- 
bourhocd, and opened as market gardeners. 
Some of the other pupils joined them as ap- 
prentices. Now, having successfully got over 
the first and most difficult year of their exiat- 
ence, the Haszelbrook Gardens are healthily 
established, and producing probably more fruit, 
lowers and vegetables. en the same ground 
ever turned out before—and producing it for 
the public advantage, This strong offshoot is 
the first important result from the School of 
Gardening—and it has produced the necessary 
complement to the school itself, for the train- 
ing in a garden run independently, and simply 
as a business concern, which is given to pupils 
at such a place as Hagelbrook, is almost indis- 
pensable to complete the more academic educa- 
tion which learners will receive in the College 
itself. 

At the same time one mav be confident that 
the Comthittee, of which Miss Margaret Cun- 
ninghem ja president, will day to heart the 
advice pressed on them publicly by Sir Frederick 
Moore. An Irish School of Gardening, accord- 
ing,.to him, can learn from the precedents in 
Great Britain chiefly what to avoid. It will 
set its face against cramming for examina- 
tiong, and equipping pupils with a mess. of 
theeretic knowledge that they do not know 
how to apply when they are given a garden or 
a hothouse to manage. The College starts with 
a great chance., Private generosity has supplied 
the nucleus of their funds—men like Sir John 
Purser Griffith end others giving most practical 
evidence of the value which y set on the 
provision of this training; and the Department 
of Agriculture hae persuaded the Development 
Commission to supplement this with a grant 
which enables the Committee to start free of 
debt with a house that can take in four and 
twenty boarders (under the Wardenship of 
Miss Ethel Macnaghten), forty-four acres of 
land, and a great walled garden, with vinery, 
peach-house, and the rest. But the work has 
got to be practical with a vengeance from the 
start. The farm—which will be a distinct de- 
partment—is in going order, but the garden is 
« lamentable exampic of what scores of Irish 
gardens have become, and hundreds of others 
are likely to become, unless drastic steps are 
taken. Miss Vorrall, the teacher of horticul- 
ture, and her pupile will have a heavy task to 
contend’ with, and the instruction will be none 
the worse for thet. Women will be trained 
exactly for what they are likely to have to 
face elsewhere in the near future, whether 
they go ou into private employ, or find a 
ventureof their own to undertake. 

In either case there is no reason to doubt of 
their success. Men are wanted elsewhere, and 
the best men will probably earn higher wages 
elsewhere. Gardening is one of the trades at 
which women will run them closest; brain in 
it counts far more than m ; epadework is 
heavy, mó doubt, but it is only a part, and 
not the most important, 
which profitable success depende+taking of 
cuttings, grafting, and s@forth—gives full scope 
for a woman's delicacy of hand, and there are 
a hundred us NEANS for the special woman's 
gift of beautifying and making orderly. Fruit 
farming, in particular, which is, commercially 
one of the most hopeful lines; makes compara- 
tively amalf demand on physical strength. There 
is no sort of doubt that women who take to 
this si of life ean earn a living at it, and 
earn it by werk which is health-giving in ifsell,

A COLD-BLOODED CRIME. 
SHOT BY ARMED MEN IN 
HIGH STREET.

A COMRADE'S HEROIC ACT. 
In. the early ‘hours of eae morning 
another member of. the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police Force was callously shot in the streets 
of Dublin, and died in Merof%’s Hospital at 
7 o'clock last night as the result of his injuries. 
The victim, Constable Michael Downing 
(A. 49), of Chancery lane Station, was on beat 
duty, alone, in High street between one and 
two o'clock a.m. when he wae attacked. He 
was crossing from Christchurch place towards 
Nicholas street when one ‘of three men whom 
he was approaching pulled out a revolver and 
fired at close range. The bullet entered the 
right breast, penetrating the liver and intestines, 
and causing extensive hemorrhage. The three 
men immediately ran away, and it is believed. 
that they entered Angel alley, a short distance- 
from where they. had been standing, and 
disappeared. 

In the meanwhile, a young man who was. 
coming along saw the prostrate constable, and’ 
at his request blew his whistle, and hastened to 
the entrance of. Dublin Castle Yard, where he 
reported the occurrence. A clergyman from 
St. Audoen's Church administered to the injured 
man, and a remarkably touching scene was 
witnessed, as numbers of people who subse- 
quently arrived on the scene knelt down on the 
street and prayed as the Last Sacrament was 
being administered to the dying man. It was a 
deeply moving sight as Constable Downing was 
placed in the Fire Brigade ambulance, which 
had arrived from Tara atreet, and was removed 
to Mercer's Hospital, accompanied by the priest. 

From the time of his admission to the hospita) 
the constable received every possible attention, 
but he had lost a great quantity of blood, and 
became very weak. He was operated on by 
Surgeon Wheeler. 

Constable Neary, of the Metropolitan Police 
Force, when his companion was on the point of 
collapse, permitted the hospital doctors to trans- 
fuse a quantity of his blood into the body of 
the patient, and other policemen volunteered to 
submit themselves to the same sacrifice; but 
even the transfusion did not save Constable 
Downing life, and he expired at the hour 
stated. 

Constable Downing, who was about 23 years 
of age, was a native of Castletownbere, County 
Cork, and had been about three years in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police Force. He. was most 
popular with his comrades, and was considered 
by his superior officers to be a very intelligent 
and straigh{forward young man, of excellent 
character.

Ireland, they wotild have been dispersed 
by the bayonets of the soldiers. De- 
nied the right of - freedom of speech 
in their own country, they were- carry- 
ing the war inta the enemy's camp. The 
Irish people, and they alone, should decide as 
to what form of government Ireland. should 
have. Eugland should clear out of Ireland bag 
and baggage. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Artur Griffith, who was heartily re- 
ceived, said that the other day he explained 
the Irish question to an Englishman in the 
following terms:—If in the recent war Ger- 
many had- conquered your country, had 
abolished your separate nation and land so far 
as laws could abolish it, had taken away your 
separate government, had reduced you to the 
status of a province of the German Empire, 
had filled your country with German soldiers, 
had set amongst you as Governors those who 
foreswore their English nationality, had 
governed you, not in your interests, but in 
the interests of Germany—would you have been 
loyal to the government? The Englishman 
said, Certainly not. And I aleo said to this 
Englishman—Would you have taught your 
children to honour and accept the government, 
or would you have taught them that while the 
government remained to war against it for 
seven years, or for 70, or for 700, and he 
said—‘ Yes, and for a thousand years.” Well, 
I said, that is the Irish question. (Cheers.) 
Ireland had been warring against a foreign 
tyrannical power for 700 years as Englishmen 
would have warred against Germany under 
similar conditions. If the English people as 
a body were sincere in their profession of 
freedom, let them see that Ireland was 
not treated as England would have been 
treated if Germany had won the war. (Loud 
cheers.) 

One of the recent acts of the Government 
of Ireland, Mr. Griffith continued, was to make 
all American gailore who landed in Ireland \sus- 
pects, and to have them searched. That was 
an insult to America, and America would heve 
something to say about it. (Cheers.) For 700 
years England had sought to force the Irish 
people to acknowledge its right to govern that 
country. It had never succeeded; and never 
would. Ireland was never so determined, so 
immo~wable as she was to-day. (Cheers.) Eng- 
land had ravaged Ireland for yeers, had used 
every instrument of bribery and corruption in 
which to make the Irish waver, and knowing 
his country es'he did, he said that every act 
that had been taken against the people had 
hardened their determination. (Cheers:) To- 
day in Ireland it would be difficult to find @ 
family, outside Unionist families, of which some 
member had not been in jail, or had had their 
houses reided, bué all the ill-treatment had 
failed to intimidate them, and a significant 
thing was that the women were more resolute 
than the men. (Cheers.) It was incredible 
that any man with any knowledge .of history 
could have at the back of his mind & belief 
that they could conquer or subdue such a 
people. Let that absurd person, Lord French, 
when he issued edicte, continue to believe that 
he was going to effect something. (Laughter.) 
They were confident of the future; they recog- 
nised that their enemies had physical power 
stronger than theirs, but they remembered that 


allt progress had been made by men who stood 


up against physical force and tyranny. They 
would never submit to be classed aa inferiora of 
any other white people. (Loud cheors.) 

Still they had no desire to remain at enmity 
with England. If to-morrow England were to 
say— ireland. has decided to heave an Indepen- 
dent Republic, and we, like Russia im the case 
of Poland, agtee—if England would say that, 
he for one, and he believed practically all his 
countrymen would say— ' Let us make a treaty 
of peace and amity, and be at peace with our 
neighbours for ever."

At Morning Service in the Matiners’ Church, 
Kingstown, yesterday, Rev. Canon H. B. 
Kennedy, Incumbéht, ufivéilé?, in the presence 
‘of’ a crowded congrégation, a ‘handsoie monu- 
mitnt commemorative of 19 men connected with 
the church who made the supreme satrifice in 
the Great War. here was a church parade 
in uniform of the local detachments of the Red 
Cross ahd the St. John Ainbulance Brigade.

‘The 
marble is enshrined in a handsome, sculptured 
éntablature of ornamental design; done in Port- 
jand stone and alabaster, in architecttiral 
sympathy with the church building. The 
principal emblem is carvefl above the marble, 
and composéd of.a rifle and sword crossed; and 
embraced by a wreath of laurels; below the 
tablet, carved in large. letters, are the words- - 
“ Faithful unto death.”

NATIONAL MATERNITY HOSPITAL. 
ee Se ore 

A sermon on beblalf of the National Maternity 
Hospital, Holles street; Dublin, was preached 
yesterday in St. Andréw’s Church, Westland 
row, by the Rev. John Hannon, 8.1: He spoke 
of the generosity of the people of Dublin to- 
wards the hospitals. Ih spite ‘of that generosity 
many of these charitable institutions were still 
in need, and if they were to be Maintained 
more money should be provided for them. The 
needs of the charity on behalf of which he 
pleaded that day were untisually pressing. If 
! were crippled íor want of fimds it would i 5 
a national disaster. It was a Charity that wen 
to thé very foundations of human life, sihee itd 
object was to save the mother and the Mifld: 
For a quarter of a century the Maternity Hos: 
pital had rendéfed invaluable service (o the 
poor of every creéd. The best sufgiéal science 
was always at their disposal, and trained nursed 
visited the patients in their homes. For the 
vear just ended 965 cased wert ddmiited and 
936 were treated in théir own homes. Over ten 
thousand visits were paid BY the nurses to the 
poor, of the district, 266 opérationy were pet. 
formed, and 6,065 cases were attended at the 
éxtern dispensaty. The cost of running the 
hospital had more than doubled last year, and 
there was a debt 6f, dver £1,000. Had it not 
been for some large dénattons last year, includ. 
ing £500 from Are bishop Walsh, the finances of 
the hospital would have beew in a precarious 
condition.

Sir,—"'G. M. 0.” in to-day’a ÍrhA Times 
complains of “ reasoning eo illogical,” and then 
proceeds to make eo many illogical and tn- 
reasonable statements that one doubts if his 
letter is seriouely intended. Let us take the 
case as hé atates it--"a landlord who has 
purchased a houte before the war.” He has 
drawn the interest on his investbmént in the 
form of rent, and surely the capital value of 
a house cannot be more thah is represented by 
profite in that form. For example, a house 
showing an annual net profit of £42 is, at 7%, 
representing ad investment of £600; but 
“6G. M. 0.” argues that; if a would-be tenant 
is forced by the ecarcity of house to pay 
that house (worth only 242 per 
annum), it is not “ profiteering ” om the part 
of the seller 

The argument that the seller cotild not build 
a similar house for £600 is absurd, as, if he 
withed to possess sich a hotife, he 
would not sell im the firet place: Bh is dhe 
alleged analogy—milk, butter; eggs. éte if 
these, or any other article; are kept for yéare, 
and then unloaded on the market at a price 
hugely increased by the buyer's necessity, it 
certainly is “profiteering.”
